JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 17.~a

In 
case of accident to the plant, whereby the 
supply of electricity with:n any circuit ig 
reduced below the demand, the street and 
public place lighting must be given the 
preference over light and power contract- 
ed to private parties or corporations. 

“Under this section and the complaint 
thereunder, the matter divides into two dis. 
tinct cases, viz., first, speedy restoration of 
lights, and, second, preference of public 
over private lighting. 

Contract 2,1/6—It appears from the state- 
ment of the Ed‘son Illuminating Company 
of St. Louis, submitted to the Board in re- 
Sponse to request for information as to the 
amount of work done in 8 the lights 
disabled and put out of service by the 
cyclone, and the report of the Supervisor of 
City Lighting that from the date of the 
storm up to June 8 rapid progress was made 
in restoring the lights, but since that time 
a much slower rate has been maintained. 
Judging from the progress made during 
the last thirty-five days, your committee 
finds that it will take until the Ist of Octo- 
ber to fully restore all of the arc lights un- 
der this contract. 

It further appears that but very little 
private lighting was done. 

“Contract 2177.—The statement of the Mis- 
souri Electric Light and Power Company 
and the report of the Supervisor of City 
Lighting show that under this contract 
390 incandescent alley and street lights out 
of a total of 1742 were in service on June 12.

Among the criminal classes of the country 
the St. Louis Jail has a worse reputation 
than any other bastile. 

This is not because Herr Loule Wagner 
is proprietor, nor because the food is 
rough and scant, nor that the guards are 
not up on parlor etiquette, but because at 
night the whole building is attacked by an 
enormous number of rats, and should a 
prisoner happen to have no food in his cell 
when he goes to bed the marauding rodents 
nibble at his flesh. 

When Alfred L. Avery, the embezzler, was 
taken to the penitentiary several months 
ago, he stopped in Mr. Wagner's office and 
told him that the jail was all right with 
the exception of the rats. Avery entered a 
protest to being served as a banquet for 
the vicious animals. 

Maud Lewis, the slayer of State Senator 
Pete Morrissey, stood it in jail for a while 


and then wrote a note to a man who subse- 
quently became her bondsman, and this 
was a sentence in the note: 

„The rats are eating me alive. Unless I 
get out of here soon the rats will execute 
me by dvvouring me before I am acquitted 
of the murder.“ 

Thai sentence secured bond for the woman 
who was afterwards convicted and sen- 
senna to fifteen years in the penitentiary. 
The dase is now before the Supreme Court. 

Last Tuesday afternoon an army of over 
2,000 rats attacked six plumbers at a sewer 
opening in the city jail, and before the men 
had escaped from the hole they had killed 
over sixty of them. 

Double Murderer Arthur Duestrow 
written letters and notes to his attorney, 
ex-Gov. Johnson, tel him he was liter- 
ally being eaten alive by the rodents, that 
he was bleeding from a score of bites on 
his body, and that he was afraid of blood 
poisoning. 

The best illustration of the plague, for 
that i4 what it is, is given in a letter writ- 
ten by Amos Custer, a Federal prisoner 
arrested at Poplar Bluff, Mo., several 
months ago and locked jn-a cell in the St. 
Louts jail to await trial on a charge of 
flicit distilling. ~~ 

In his letter to his wife Custer said: 

“Of course it is pretty hard oe alon 
without you, Sadie, but it wouldn't hal 
so hard if there weren't any rats in his 
prison. My cell is on the third floor and 
in the dead of nigh: thousands of rats 
scamper over the ironwork and enter every 
cell, ransacking it and feeding on the flesh 
of the sleeping prisoners. 

“More man once have I awakened to 
find my unwelcome bedfellow a vicious 
rodent who was gnawing into my flesh and 
sucking up the blood. Many a battle have 
I waged in my cell at the dead of night 
with an army of these rats who persistet 
in entering through *he steel lattice work 
of the barred door and who positively re- 
fused to vacate until their = gues ag had 
been satisfied. And these fall rats have 
appetites worse than an Arkansas burro. 
I think I would prefer to plead guilty and 
take two years in the penitentiary to re- 
maining here another month.” 

Dollie Mitchell, colored, was sentenced to 
six months in the jail sometime ago for ciut- 
ting and killi ames Miliward, a white 
teamster. Dollie served two weeks of her

Jaller Wagner at one time 
bought about ten half-starved an 
turned them loose in the jail to tch the 
rats. The next morning only the skinned 
and teeth-scratched bones of the felines 
could be found. Be | had been met, at- 
tacked, conquered and devoured by the 


-attack on the prisoners. 


Parmies of rats, who left only the skeleton 


behind. 
During the day these rats sleep in the 
sewers and in their own caves, which they 


have dug under the foundations of the 


bastile, and at night they are ready for the 
onslaught. 

The question of exterminating these ro- 
dents ig a serious one, No plan has as yet 
been devised which will clean them out. 
They are increasing in numbers each day, 
and if permitted to live it will be necessary 
to abandon the jail, as they will eat the 
prisoners alive.

THE COMMERCIAL GARBAGE. 

The trouble that the city now has to 
face in-regard to the removal of what is 
known as commercial garbage seems to 
be the result of a mistake previously 
made. At the time the contract with the 
Sanitary Company was entered into, the 
company should have been bound to re- 
move all garbage, without discrimina- 
tion. It ig doubtful, indeed, if the con- 
tract making discrimination against com- 
mercial garbage is lawful. The revised 
ordinance evidently contemplated no 
such discrimination, but enacts that the 
contractors shal] remove all garbage from 
the districts covered by their contracts. 

It was a mistake to permit certain 
kinds of garbage to be dumped in the 
river after the Merz reduction system 
had been inaugurated. If one company 
could not handle all the garbage, bids 
should -have been invited from others. 
Now that a sanitary method of disposing 
of the city’s refuse has been found, it 
would be a disgrace to St. Louis to permit 
the dumping of this matter into the 
river any longer. 

If the St. Louis Sanitary Company can- 
not be compelled to haul and reduce this 
commercial garbage, bids should at once 
be asked for from other concerns. The 
problem must be met, and it is probable 
that when the Sanitary Company finds 
competition likely. to be created, it will 
come to terms with the city.

“ABUSE” OF THE SUPREME COURT 


One of the alleged grounds for bolting 
and denouncing the Chicago platform is 


00 that it contains abuse“ of the Supreme 


Court of the United States. The alleged 
“abuse” is contained in the following 
plank of the platform: 

Until the mohey question is settled we 
are opposed to any agitation for further 
changes in our tariff laws, except such as 
are necessary to make up the deficit. in 
revenue caused by the adverse decision of 
the Supreme Court on the income tax. But 
for this decision. by the Supreme Court 
there would be no deficit in the revenue un- 
der the law passed by a Democratic Con- 
gress, in strict pursuance of the uniform 
decisions of that court for nearly one hun- 
dred . years, that court having eustained 
constitutional objections to its enactment 
which have been overruled by the ablest 
judges who ever sat on that bench. We 
declare that it is the duty of Congress to 
use all the constitutional power which re- 
mains after that decision, or which may 
come from ita reversal by the court as it 
may hereafter be constituted, so that the 
burdens of taxation may be equally and im- 
partially laid, to the end that wealth may 
bear its due proportion of the expenses of 
the Government. 

Compare this temperate and conserva- 
tive language with that used by the As- 
sociate Justices of the Supreme Court in 
dissenting from the decision of the ma- 
jority. These opinions dre on record as 
a part of the archives of the Supreme 
Court, and were given at the time the 
vide publication which their importance 
merited. Justice Brown said, in a care- 
fully written opinion: 

The decision involves nothing less than 
the surrender of the taxing power to the 
moneyed class. While I have no doubt that 
Congress will find some means of surmount- 
ing the present crisis, my fear is that in 
some moment of national peril this decision 
will rise up to frustrate its will and para- 
lyze its arm. I hope it may not prove the 
first step toward the submergence of the 
liberties of the people in a sordid despotism 
of wealth. 

Justice Harlan said: a 

In my judgment this decision strikes 
at the very foundations of national authori- 
ty, in that it denies to the General Gov- 
ernment a power which is, or may be at 
some time, imperatively needed, in a great 
emergency, eay in case of war. The 
practical if not the direct effect of the de- 
cision to-day is to give to certain kinds of 
property a position of favoritism and ad- 
vantage that is inconsistent with the fun- 
damental principles of our social organi- 
zation, and to invest them with power and 
influence that is perilous to that portion 
of the people upon which rests the larger 
part of the burdens -of the Government, 
and who ought not to be bubjected to the 
domina tion of aggregated wealth any more 
than the property of the country should 
be at the mercy of the lawless. 

Justice White said: 

The injustice of the conclusion points to 
the error of adopting it. It takes the in- 
vested wealth and reads it into the Consti- 
tution as a fawored and protected class of 
property, whilst it leaves the occupation of 
the minister, the doctor, the professor, the 
lawyer, the inventer, the author, the mer- 
chant, and all,the various for of human 
activity upon which the prosperity of a 
people must depend, subject to taxation 
without apportionment. 

Justice Jackson said that he concurred 
fully in the opinion expressed by Justice 
White, and declared that the decision 
reverses the common rule of taxation, by 
exempting those who are best able to pay, 
and forcing the burden upon the shoul- 
ders of those who least able to pay.” 
In concluding, Justice Jackson said that, 
in his opinion, the decision was “the 
most disastrous blow ever struck at the 
constitutional power of Congress. It 
‘struck down an important, vital and 
essential power of the Government. It 
left the Government, in case of necessity, 
without power to reach by taxation in 
any form the vast incomes derived from 
the real and personal property of the 
country.” 7 

These criticisms, bear in mind, are the 
exact language used by Associate Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court itself. In 
comparison with them the language of 
the Chicago platform is so temperate as 
to be noteworthy. Commenting upon the 
attempt to discredit the platform on this 
score, the New York Journal says: 

The mild implied criticism of the majori- 
ty of the Supreme Court, or rather of the 
one Justice who changed his mind, was 
thoroughly well deserved, and might have 
been made much stronger without impro- 
priety. Since when have we been endowed 
with infallible judges whose acts are above 
oriticiem? If the edvocacy of the just and 
ecientific principle of taxation gf large in- 
comes is Anarchistic, then every statesman 
in England is an Anarchist, and instead of 
searching the cellars of the Houses of Par- 
uament for barrels of gunpowder, the au- 
thorities ought to the pockets of 
every member for bombs. The income tax 
is the backbone of the British financial sys- 
tem. It is about to be introduced, in a 
graduated form at that, into France, and it 


| already exists in its most extreme degree 


in Germany. . 

There is no “abuse of the Supreme 
Court” in thé Chicago platform.

Still, 
it has come out a whole lot better than 
several others, motably Oakley, Latonia, 
Newport, Gravesend, Detroit and Milwau- 
kee, Indeed, barring the little merry-go- 
rounds in the Indiana tin-cup row, the Fair 
Grounds has run a more successful race 
meeting from a financial point of view than 
any track in America, Aé far as the qual- 
ity, quant:ty and honesty of the sport fur- 
nished, the Fair Association has no com- 
petitors. St. Louis has had the best and 
cleanest meeting ever given in the United 
States. 

It looks as if the game has been over- 
done, not only here but in Cincinnati, Bal- 
timore, Washington, Chicago, Detroit, in 
fact everywhere the thoroughbred can run, 

On top of the Fair Association’s declara- 
tion of continuation comes the news from 
Cincinnati that Newport will not open up 
when Oakley closes down. Cincinnati turf- 
goers will, therefore, have a respite of a 
lew weeks. 

Newport’s opening, instead of taking place 


on Aug. 3, will probably be postponed until |. 


two weeks later. There are a good many 
circumstances, however, surrounding the 
Cincinnati racing and pool room situation 
which may lead to a change of present 
plans It is whispered that three of the 
Covington pool rooms—Simonton’s, the 
White House and Suburban—will reopeh as 
soon as Latonia closes. The pool room 
question cuts more ice in Porkopolis racing 
matters than a casual view would indicate, 
The “Big Four’ syndicate and anti Big 
Four“ pool room men are interested in the 
rival tracks and rival pool rooms.

TO PUNISHMENT. 


VIEWS OF EMINENT COUNSEL.

Although Not a Member of the Schoo? 
Board This Plea Would Not Have 
Saved Him From Jail. 


Since the Supreme Court ousted H. H. 
Rebenack from the Schoo] Board an awful 
suspicion has arisen that Mr, Rebenack 
was wrongfully imprisoned for contempt of 
the Supreme Court, when he and his fellow- 
factional Republicans sojourned at Jeffer- 
son City for ten days. 

The suspicion is based upon the announce- 
ment by the Supreme Court that Rebe- 
nack at no time has been legally a School 
Director. 

If R@enack was not a School Director at 
the time he refused to do what the Supreme 
Court ordered the School Directors to do, 
how could he be rightfully punished? 

That question ig being asked by all Mr. 
Rebenack's friends. who failed 0 see any 


logic in his punishment even before he 
was ousted from the board. 

Mr. Rebenack himself cannot understand 
it. He has been considerably worried to 
think that his im onment was all for 
naught and that he mighd have escaped 
by merely confessing at the time that he 
was not actually a School Director, but 
merely posing ‘as one to see how far he 
could carry the joke without the public 
getting onto him, : 

In order to reMieve Mr. Rebenack’s mind 
a Post-Dispatch reporter interviewed prom- 
nent lawyers to learn whether he hadn’t 
just cause for complain? against the Su- 
preme Court. 

One of the gentlemen questioned was 
Chester H. Krum, whose efforts resulted 
in Mr. Rebenack’s removal from the board. 
Mr. Krum thought Mr. Rebenack had no 
kick coming. 

“While Mr. Rebenack was not a School 
Director de ig said Judge Krum, de 
was a School Director de facto. Any offi- 
cial act performed by a de facto officer, 
one having color of office, is binding. That 
being the case, a de facto officer is amen- 
able to prosecution for official acts that are 
unlawful.” 

This opinion of Mr. Krum’s was calculat- 
ed to ease Mr. Rebenack’s mind, but in 
order that there might be no suspicion of- 
828 prejudice on the ground that Mr. 

rum had just finished prosecuting Mr, 
Rebenack, an opinion was sought from 
Mr. Charles Nagel, who belongs to the 
same political party with Mr. Rebenack. 

Mr. agel’s views coincided with those 
of the other attorney. In fact, Mr. Nagel 
seemed to consider the question such a 
simple one as to be surprised that Mr. 
Rebenack would worry over it at all. 5 

„There is no question about it at all, 
said Mr. Nagel. „Mr. Rebenack was in 
effect a member of the School Board and 
his official acts even while usurpirg the 
office were binding.

The School Board’s fountain head of law, 
Mr. Charles B. Stark, was one of those who 
declared that Mr. -Rebenack’s not havin 
been legally a member of the boar 
had nothing to do with his sojourn in jail. 
Mr. Stark did all he could to save Mr. Rebe- 
nack from the humiliation, and no doubt if 
ineligibility had been a defense to the 
charge of contempt and Mr. Rebenack had 
been willing to fess up, it would have been 


pleaded. 

40 from Mr. Stark, therefore, con- 
; ation of the opinions of Mr. Krum and 
Mr. Nagel, is valuable and serves as an 
„ e balm to the feelings of Mr. Rebe- 
nack. 

Mr. Stark wished it distinctly understood 
that he would not criticise the Supreme 
Court, and said: 

The fact that Mr. Rebenack has been de- 
clared a usurper in the board has no effect 
upon the ey of his imprisonment for 
contempt. e was performing all the duties 
of a School Director, atd all his official acts 
performed prior to the judgment of ouster 
against him are binding. Therefore he was 
amenable to punishment for such acts as 
were considered by the Court to merit pun- 
ishment.’’. 

To further reassure Mr. Rebenack that his 
imprisonment was according to law and 
that he had no cause for regret so far as 
the defense he put up was concerned, the 
reporter interviewed a lawyer who has been 
connected in no way with the exciting inci- 
dents fraught with such consequences for 
Mr. Rebenack. 

The gentleman was Mr. James P. Kerr, 
who cited cases to show that Mr. Rebenack, 
in usurping the office of School Director, at 
the same time usurped the oportunity to be-

If the acts of public officials, even 
though not rightfully holding office’ were 
not binding.“ said Mr. Kerr, “public busi- 
ness would become involved in inextricable 
confusion. Take thé case of a justice of 
the peace elected by fraud and who is oust- 
ed after several months. All the decisions 
rendered by him must be binding. So in 
the case of other officers. There are nu- 
merous cases deciding this question. One 
of them in the books is that of Vail against 
Pipkin. The latter was thought to have 
been elected Judge of the circuit south 
of here. Vail contested and was finally 
seated. All the acts performed by Pipkin 
while wrongfully occupying the judicial po- 
sition were declared by the Supreme Court 
to be binding. A de facto official, whether 
an officer by right or not, is always an- 
swerable for his official acts until divested 
of his title. Therefore, the fact that Mr. 
Rebenack was usurping the position of 
School Director when he was cast into jail 
has no bearing on the legality of the pun- 
ishment.”’ 

These profound and serious opinions on

MORE WAR MATERIAL. 


The Bermuda Makes Ready to Sail 
From Philadelphia. 

NEW YORK, July -17.—The Herald this 

morning says: Much activity has been 


observed at the Cuban headquarters dur- 
ing the last three days, due to prepara- 
tions for an expedition, which is to sail | 
ve soon on board the steamer Bermuda. 
‘The steamer’s machinery has all been over- 
hauled at Philadelphia and her speed 
power has been increased. The expedition 
which has been ordered to leave Phila- 
delphia on the Bermuda will be lead by 
Col. Cabrera, an old veteran of the ten 
years war. Capt. John O’Brien will have 
charge of the vessel. Twenty cases of 
rifles and nearly 200 hermetically sealed cans 
of cartridges have been sent to Philadel- 
phia within the last three days, but these 
are not one-quarter of the war material 
which will be shipped or has been shipped 
aboard the steamer. 


REGISTRATION DECREF. 


Not Aimed at Americans, Says the 
Marquis of Palmerola. 
HAVANA, July 17.—The Marquis of Pal- 


merola, Secretary General of the Spanish 
Government in Cuba, interviewed with ref- 
erence to Gen, Weyler’s decree of obligatory 
registration of aliers. authorizes the state- 
ment that the measure is in no wise intend- 
ed to embarass bona-fide Americans resid- 


ed, 


ing in the island, to whom Spain will con- 
tinue in absolute good faith to extend all 
possible protection in accordance with exist- 
ing treaties and Spanish laws. The object 
of the Captain General is to simplify mat- 
ters and avert future complications by com- 
pelling former subjects of the Spanish 
crown who have forsworn their allegiance 
thereto and taken out American naturali- 
zation papers to properly record the latter, 
and thus stop the practice of many Cubans 
who carry their Spanish birth certificates 
in one pocket and an American passport 
in another, displaying whichever is most 
convenient at the moment. Such persons 
pose as Spanish subjects one day and flaunt 
American citizen papers in the face of the 
officials when they get into trouble to-mor- 
row, and feel that as aliens they may obtain 
some special privileges or consideration. 

The decree, moreover, is not especially di- 
rected towards Americans. On the contrary, | 
all foreigners in the island are included, 
and must equally comply with the provi- 
sions set forth.
